In  the  field  of  Vaccination  and  Immunisation,  as  in  all  other  sections 
of  medicine,  change  is  going  on  all  the  time  as  a result  of  research. 

The  above  schedule  reflects  two  major  changes  in  policy  namely  the 
inclusion  of  vaccination  against  Rubella  (German  Measles)  for  the  first 
time  and  exclusion  of  smallpox  vaccination  after  131  years. 

Rubella  vaccination  for  girls  aged  11  years  - 14  years. 

The  significance  of  This  development  is  that  German  Measles  may  produce 
deformed  children  if  the  mother  acquires  the  disease  during  the  first 
three  months  of  pregnahcy. 

If  a woman  who  has  not  had  rubella  could  be  safely  vaccinated  against  the 
disease,  then  she  would  no  longer  need  to  fear  the  risk  of  acquiring  the 
disease  when  she  became  pregnant,  with  the  possible  risk  of  producing 
a deformed  child. 

Thus  it  is  hoped  that  as  many  girls  as  possible  are  offered  protection 
against  German  Measles  before  they  reach  normal  child-bearing  age.  Also 
because  about  JC  per  cent  of  cases  of  rubella  occur  in  children,  vaccination 
of  this  age  group  is  expected  to  reduce  significantly  the  transmission  of 
the  virus  in  the  community.  Therefore,  because  of  diminished  likelihood 
of  exposure  to  Rubella,  pregnant  wom«n  will  also  be  protected  indirectly. 

Smallnox  Vaccination 

Smallpox  Vaccination  in  infancy  for  more  than  a centuxy  has  been  one  of 
tho  fixed  points  of  preventive  medicine.  For  131  years,  since  the  Vaccination 
Act  of  1840,  policy  remained  unchanged,  but  in  July,  1971>  the  Chief  Medical 
Officer  informed  all  Doctors  that  Vaccination  against  Smallpox  need  not  now 
be  recommended  as  a routine  procedure  in  early  childhood. 
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Smallpox  Vaccination  (contd. ,) 

The  background  to  this  change  of  policy  is  that  during  the  past  twenty 
years  in  this  country  there  have  been  100  deaths  from  vaccination  com- 
pared with  thirty-seven  deaths  from  Smallpox. 

Family  Planning 


Pollution  of  the  environment  is  man  made  and  would  diminish  if  there 
were  fewer  human  beings.  If  fertility  goes  unchecked  the  population 
of  the  world  will  double  by  the  year  2000  AD.  A greater  interest  in 
family  planning  means  a better  quality  of  life  for  each  child  bom. 

Family  planning  advice  is  given  at  Rogerstone  Clinic.  Screening  for 
cervical  and  breast  cancer  is  also  carried  out  during  the  sessions  at 
this  centre. 

The  National  Health  Service  Family  Planning  Amendment  Act  1972  has 
become  law.  Its  main  purpose  is  to  place  vasectomy  on  the  same  basis 
as  the  contraceptive  services. 

All  family  planning  advioe  is  offered  free  of  charge  to  anyone  wishing 
to  have  it,  and  free  contraceptive  supplies  will  be  available  for  those 
with  a special  medical  need,  others  being  required  to  pay  only  the 
standard  prescription  charge. 

Death  Rates  

The  number  of  deaths  from  Ischaemic  Heart  Disease  has  increased  quite 
markedly  this  year,  as  compared  with  that  of  1971*  This  is  also  the 
case  in  the  County  of  Monmouthshire  and  for  the  Country  as  a whole. 

It  is  very  significant  that  following  the  report  by  the  Royal  College 
of  Physicians  on  the  dangers  of  cigarette  smoking  in  1971  there  was  an 
appreciable  and  sustained  reduction  in  this  habit.  However,  most  regret 
tably  this  ground  has  been  lost  in  1972  and  there  is  a high  probability 
that  the  resurgence  of  cigarette  smoking  is  the  major  cause  of  the 
increase  in  mortality  from  Ischaemic  Heart  Disease  experienced  through 
out  England  and  Wales. 

In  the  Rural  District  this  increase  has  occurred  especially  in  the 
older  age  group,  ie  the  over  65' s,  but  there  is  also  an  increase  in 
the  age  group  55-64  years. 

Pollution 

In  the  field  of  environmental  pollution  it  is  difficult  to  set  maximum 
allowable  concentrations  for  various  pollutants  in  varying  media. 

Medical  knowledge  has  not  yet  determined  the  levels  of  concentration  of 
various  substances  which  can  be  present  without  causing  ill  effects. 
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Pollution  (contd. , ) 


However,  during  1972  an  important  start  was  made  by  a World  Health 
Committee  on  Air  Quality  Criteria  and  Guides  for  Urban  Pollution 
Criteria  for  fine  urban  pollutants;  sulphur  oxides,  suspended 
particles,  carbon  monoxide,  photo-chemical  oxidants,  and  oxides  of 
nitrogen  have  been  laid  down.  In  the  case  of  the  first  four  it  has 
been  possible  to  indicate  the  concentration  at  which  some  effects 
become  apparent.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1972. 

Environmental  pollution  was  again  the  subject  which  occupied  the 
headlines  in  the  national  press  for  most  of  the  year.  The  serious 
dangers  to  health  arising  from  the  illegal  dumping  of  cyanide  wastes 
and  the  discovery  of  lead  in  the  blood  streams  of  young  children  in 
South  Wales  were  just  two  of  many  items  which  resulted  in  swift  positive 
action.  In  the  first  case,  the  Deposit  of  Poisonous  Wastes  Act,  1972, 
was  speedily  brought  onto  the  statute  book,  while  the  latter  gave 
birth  to  a widespread  two-part  survey  of  the  levels  of  heavy  metals  in 
the  atmosphere  in  South  Wales,  the  second  part  of  which  is  scheduled 
for  1973. 

November  1972,  saw  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Idris  James,  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  to  this  Authority  for  twenty  years.  I wish  to  take 
this  opportunity  of  acknowledging  with  gratitude,  the  advice  and 
assistance  he  gave  me,  not  least  in  the  compilation  of  this  report, 

7/e  all,  I am  sure,  wish  him  a long  and  happy  retirement. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

1972  saw  the  completion  of  the  change  in  the  collection  of  domestic 
refuse -from  the  traditional  dustbin  to  a plastic  bag  collection.  This 
change,  which  has  largely  been  accepted  by  the  general  public,  involves 
the  distribution  and  collection  of  almost  half  a million  plastic  bags 
annually.  - . 

The  collection  of  trade  refuse  is  carried  out  by  the  Council  on  a 
rechargeable  basis  under  contract  to  the  trade  or  business  concerned. 

All  contracts  are  based  on  the  rateable  value  of  the  premises  from 
which  the  trade  refuse  is  collected  and  are  renewable  annually. 

Unauthorised  dumping  of  litter  in  lay-byes  and  on  the  verges  of  quiet 
country  lanes  again  involved  the  department  in  the  time  consuming  task 
of  ensuring  its  removal.  I am  plea,sed  to  report  that  Council  workmen 
were  usually  able  to  effect  removal  with  a minimum  of  delay. 

NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT,  I960. 

Although  road  traffic  noise  is  arguably  the  groatest  source  of  noise 
affecting  every  resident  in  the  rural  district,  complaints  are  in- 
frequent. One  such  complaint  involving  early  morning  noise  from  heavy 
goods  vehicles,  was  investigated  with  unsatisfactory  results.  At  the 
present  time,  there  are  no  legal  standards  relating  to  the  total  traffic 
noise  and  the  Regulations  relating  to  individual  vehicles  are  enforced 
by  the  police. 

Further  monitoring  of  the  noise  levels  in  the  Llanwem  area  was 
undertaken  early  in  the  year  to  discover  whether  the  improvement  reported 
last  year  had  been  maintained.  Monitored  noise  levels  varied  from  night 
to  night  indicating  that  the  emitted  noise  levels  were  very  close  to 
the  recommended  levels.  This  fact  was  stressed  during  informal 
discussions  with  the  management  of  the  firm  in  question. 
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SHOTS  ACT,  1950. 

The  administration  of  the  above  Act,  as  amended  by  the  Offices,  Shops 
& Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  continued  to  play  only  a small  part  in 
the  running  of  the  department  during  1972.  A Shops  Act  Inspector  is 
concerned  mainly  with  the  following: 

a)  Hours  of  Closing. 

b)  Early  Closing  Day. 

c)  Employment  of  Ypung.  Persons. 

d)  Hours  of  Employment . of  Shop  Assistants. 

e)  Sunday  Trading. 

No  formal  action  was  taken  under  the  Act  during  the  year. 

PETROLEUM  ( CONSOLIDATION’)  ACTS.  1928  - i960. 

The  department  maintains  overall  control  of  the  licensing  of  petroleum 
installations  and  the  enforcement  of  safety  regulations.  By  arrange- 
ment, each  of  the  46  licensed  premises  within  the  area  was  inspected 
by  members  of  the  Mon.  County  Council  Fire  Brigade  who  reported  their 
findings  to  the  department.  As  the  Licensing  Authority  under  the  Acts, 
the  Council  issues  licenses  and  is  responsible  for  enforcing  any 
recommendations  the  Fire  Officer  may  make  in  his  report. 

The  main  problem  associated  with  the  enfcrcsnent  of  the  safety  Regulations 
is  that  many  of  the  points  detailed  in  the  legislation  appear  to  be  of 
minor  importance  to  persons  who  handle  petroleum  every  day.  The  fact 
remains,  however,  that  petroleum  spirit  and  petroleum  mixtures  are 
potentially  dangerous  and  that  the  Regulations  have  been  drawn  up  as  a 
result  of  experience,  often  of  bitter  experience.  In  order  to  protect 
members  of  the  public  who  frequently  seem  to  be  oblivious  to  the  dangers 
involved,  the  Regulations  must  be  enforced. 

I wish  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  Mon.  County  Council  Fire  Service 
whose  officers  have  so  willingly  given  their  advice  and  assistance  on 
request.

HOUSING  ACTS , 1957  - 1971. 

During  1972,  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act  1971  in  relation  to  the 
payment  of  an  Improvement  Grant  of  79$  of  the  cost  of  approved  works, 
came  into  force.  This  led  to  a dramatic  rise  in  the  number  of  grants 
paid;  from  40  in  1971  "to  113  in  1972,  Of  this  total,  101  were 
discretionary  grants  and  12  were  standard  grants. 


The  declaration  of  the  village  of  Rhiwderin  as  a General  Improvement 
Area  under  Part  1 of  the  Housing  Act,  1969,  took  place  during  the  year. 
Construction  work  commenced  on  the  30th  October  and  initially  progress 
was  slow  due  to  inclement  weather.  However,  approximately  50$  of  the 
drainage  works  and  most  of  the  earthworks  to  the  rear  access  road  were 
completed  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

As  a result  of  the  Department’s  survey  in  1971,  it  was  established  that 
approximately  30$  of  the  houses  within  the  General  Improvement  Area  was 
likely  to  qualify  for  Improvement  Grants.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  work 
on  approximately  23$  of  the  improvable  houses  wa.s  either  complete,  or 
in  progress. 


MEAT  & MEAT  INSPECTION 

There  are  no  licensed  slaughterhouses  within  the  rural  district.  Thus 
all  meat  sold  from  the  six  buthers’  shops  within  the  area,  must  be 
imported  from  neighbouring  slaughterhouses. 

One  application,  which  wa„s  granted  by  the  Council,  was  received  for  the 
renewal  of  a licence  to  slaughter  pigs  in  1972. 
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CARAVAN  SITES  & CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  I960. 

There  are  22  caravan  sites  within  the  rural  district  which  are  licensed 
under  the  above  Act.  The  major  public  health  problem  in  respect  of  caravan 
sites  is  the  enforcement  of  the  conditions  attached  to  the  licence  of 
Seaways  Caravan  Site,  St.  Brides.  After  long  end  strenuous  efforts  to 
secure  voluntary  compliance  with  the  conditions,  it  was  reluctantly 
decided  to  institute  legal  proceedings  to  enforce  the  necessary  standards. 
However,  in  the  weeks  preceeding  the  court  hearing,  dramatic  improvements 
in  the  g,:  ral  condition  of  the  site  were  made  and  the  case  was  settled 
out  of  court. 

A further  problem  in  relation  to  caravan  sites  arose  when  the  Monmouth- 
shire County  Council  Planning  Department  refused  to  grant  a renewal  of 
permission  in  respect  of  a well  established  site.  An  enforcement  notice 
was  served  and  the  case  went  to  appeal.  The  result  of  the  appeal  was 
that  the  number  of  caravans  allowed  on  the  site,  was  reduced  from  six 
to  four. 

CARAVAN  SITES  ACT.  1968. 

This  is  an  Act  in  three  parts  and  has  two  main  provisions.  These  are 

a)  To  restrict  eviction  of  caravan  dwellers  from  caravan 
sites  and  to  make  provisions  for 'the  benefit  of  such 

persons. 

b)  To  secure  the  establishment  of  such  sites  by  local 
authorities  for  the  use  of  gypsies  and  other  persons 
of  nomadic  habit  and  to  control  the  unauthorised 
occupation  of  land  by  such  persons. 

The  first  of  these  provisions  is  the  duty  of  the  district  council  and 
has  resulted  in  more  security  of  tenure  for  caravan  dwellers  who  rent 
their  homes.  No  problems  arose  in  respect  of  these  provisions. 

The  provision  of  sites  for  gypsies  is  the  responsibility  of  County 
Boroughs  and  County  Councils  and  no  sites  have  yet  been  provided  in  or 
near  to  the  boundaries  of  the  Rural  District.  This  lack  of  sites  has 
resulted  in  the  usual  unauthorised  use  of  various  sites  by  such  persons 
v/hich  has  caused  the  department  much  in  time  and  effort  to  persuade 
these  people  to  move  on. 

ICE  CREAM  (HEAT  TREATMEN”)  RECTLATIONS , 1959. 

These  Regulations  - 

a)  require  that  the  ingredients  used  in  the  manufacture  of 
ice  cream  are  to  be  pasteurised  (by  one  of  three  specified 
methods)  or  sterilised. 

b)  prohibit  the  sale  of  ice  cream  for  human  consumption 
unless  it  ha.s  been  pasteurised  or  sterilised  in  accordance 
with  (a)  above  and 

c)  exempt  from  these  requirements  water  ices  and  ice  lollies 
which  are  sufficiently  acid  to  make  such  treatment 
unnecessary. 

During  the  year  -under  review,  19  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  and 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  testing.  Of  these,  17 
were  satisfactory. 
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ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  1963. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  no  person  shall  keep 
a boarding  establishment  for  animals  except  under  a licence  granted 
by  the  Local  Authority.  In  determining  whether  to  grant  a licence, 
the  Local  Authority  must  ensure  that; 

a)  the  animals  will  be  kept  in  accommodation  which  is  in  all 
respects  suitable, 

b)  the  animals  will  be  adequately  fed,  provided  with  suitable 
bedding  and  will  be  excercised  at  regular  intervals, 

c)  all  reasonable  precautions  will  be  taken  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  disease  among  the  animals, 

d)  appropriate  steps  will  be  taken  for  the  protection  of  the 
animals  in  the  case  of  fire  or  other  emergency,  and 

e)  a register  of  animals  being  boarded  at  the  establishment 
will  be  kept. 

There  are  six  licensed  establishments  in  the  Rural  District  all  of 
which  are  of  reasonable  standard.  Each  of  the  premises  were  visited 
during  the  year  to  ensure  that  the  conditions  of  licence  were  being 
complied  with. 

LIQUID  EGG  (PASTEURISATION)  REGULATIONS.  1961 

The  use  of  liquid  whole  egg  as  an  ingredient  in  the  preparation  of 
food  for  human  consumption  is  controlled  by  these  Regulations  which, 

a)  require  the  pasteurisation  of  all  such  egg,  other  than  egg 
broken  out  on  the  premises  and  used  within  24  hours, 

b)  prescribe  the  method  of  pasteurisation,  and 

c)  prescribe  the  method  of  testing  samples  to  ascertain  the 
effectiveness  of  pasteurisation. 

Weekly  samples  of  pasteurised  whole  egg  are  taken  from  the  factory 
premises  of  Messrs.  Croaa  Wick  (Rogers tone)  Ltd. , and  submitted  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  testing.  In  every  case,  the  sample 
was  found  to  be  satisfactory.  I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity 
of  expressing  my  congratulations  to  the  Management  and  Staff  of  the 
factory  for  the  way  in  which  the  very  high  standards  of  hygiene  have 
been  maintained  over  the  years. 

I would  also  like  to  extend  my  thanks  to  the  Staff  of  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  who  carry  out  the  testing  of  samples  submitted  to 
them  for  their  ready  and  willing  assistance  at  all  times. 

MILK  & DAIRIES  (GENERAL)  REGULATIONS.  1959. 

The  usual  small  number  of  complaints  in  respect  of  dirty  milk  bottles 
was  the  feature  of  the  Department’s  work  involved  in  the  enforcement 
of  the  Regulations  relating  to  milk. 

Dirty  milk  bottles  are,  unfortunately,  an  occupational  hazard  shared 
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by  all  dairies  producing  bottled  milk.  However,  the  importance  of 
milk  in  the  nation*  s diet,  and  its  excellence  as  a medium  for  ithe 
growth  of  bacteria,  imposes  a duty  on  Local  Authorities  to  deal  fully 
and  fairly  with  all  such  complaints.  Jherever  there  is  any  doubt 
that  the  milk  bottle  was  in  fact  dirty  at  the  time  of  filling  with 
milk,  the  benefit  of  that  doubt  must  be  given  to  the  dairy. 

In  only  one  case  was  it  found  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings 
against  a dairy  for  a dirty  milk  bottle  offence  during  the  year.  The 
dairy  in  question  pleaded  guilty  as  charged  and  was  fined  £15  and 
ordered  to  pay  £2.50  analyst's  fee. 

A regular  part  of  the  department ' s routine  is  the  sampling  of  bottled 
milk  which  is  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  testing. 
The  test  indicates  the  bacterial  purity  of  the  milk.  Luring  the  year 
29  samples  were  purchased  of  which  28  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 


POULTRY  INSPECTION. 

As  can  be  seen  by  the  figures  below,  the  percentage  of  birds  rejected 
as  unfit  for  human  consumption  in  the  district  remains  encouragingly 
low.  This  figure  is,  in  fact,  in  line  with  the  published  national 
figure  of  j/o  or  less  in  respect  of  'broiler  chickens'.  It  can  be 
appreciated  from  these  very  low  figures  that  from  a public  health 
point  of  view  the  supply  of  poultry  meat  for  food  is  a problem  of 
hygienic  plant  and  clean  environment  rather  than  a meat  inspection 
problem. 

The  ease  with  which  diseased  birds  can  be  distinguished  from  whole- 
some birds  leads  to  the  rejection  of  unfit  birds  by  'spotters' 
employed  by  the  industry.  In  this  way  every  one  of  the  100  million 
birds  processed  each  year  is  subjected  to  a form  of  limited  inspection. 

In  recent  years  the  presence  of  salmonella  organisms  in  chickens  has 
been  widely  publicised  and  tiis  is  where  the  true  problem  lies.  The 
application  of  the  correct  technology  and  the  correct  hygienic 
knowledge  will  ensure  that  the  birds  are  bactericlogically  clean. 

This  means  that  at  every  stage  where  poultry  are  killed,  stored, 
displayed  for  sale,  or  sold  for  human  consumption,  every  precaution 
must  be  taken  to  prevent  contamination,  and  this  is  the  role  of  the 
public  health  inspector  in  relation  to  the  poultry  industry.

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DEPOSIT  OF  POISONOUS  WASTES  ACT,  1972. 

Early  in  1972,  the  illegal  dumping  of  toxic  wastes,  particularly  the 
dumping  of  cyanide  wastes  on  industrial  tips,  became  the  subject  of 
widespread  publicity  on  radio,  television  and  in  the  newspapers.  So 
urgent  were  the  dangers  that  the  above  Act  received  Royal  Assent  on 
30th  March,  1972. 

The  Act  has  two  main  features: 

1.  It  makes  it  an  offence  punishable  by  heavy  penalties  to  deposit 
any  poisonous,  noxious  or  polluting  waste  on  any  land  in  such 

a manner  as  to  give  rise  to  an  environmental  hazard. 

2.  It  introduces  a notification  procedure  under  which  anyone 
wishing  to  dispose  of  any  such  wastes  must  notify  their  local 
authority  and  river  authority.  This  part  of  the  Act  came  into 
force  in  August,  1972. 

The  fact  that  there  is  no  established  tip  in  the  rural  district  has 
meant  that  our  Industrialists  have  had  to  look  far  afield  in  order  to 
ensure  that  their  wastes  are  adequately  disposed  of.  Indeed,  many  wastes 
are  taken  to  large  industrial  tips  in  the  Midlands  for  disposal.  No 
problems  have  arisen  in  connection  with  this  Act  to  date. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACTS.  1956  - 1968. 

The  long  awaited  report  on  the  National  Survey  of  Air  Pollution  1961  - 
1971 » Volume  1,  was  published  in  August  1972.  The  report  is  based  on 
the  daily  measurements  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  undertaken  by 
local  authorities.  The  10  year  period  was  considered  sufficient  to 
provide  adequate  guidance  as  to  the  progress  in  combatting  polluction 
and  to  provide  a basis  for  future  legislation. 

The  report  states  that  about  85^  of  existing  smoke  levels  are  caused  by 
the  domestic  use  of  coal  in  open  fires  and  points  out  that  concentrations 
are  lower  in  South  Wales  than  in  any  other  region.  This  is  because  Welsh 
coal  has  a low  volatile  content.  Sulphur  dioxide  concentrations  have 
fallen  primarily  because  of  the  adequate  chimney  heights  policy.  There 
is,  however,  no  evidence  in  the  report  that  the  levels  of  grit  and  dust 
have  fallen  in  the  past  10  years.  This  is  said  to  be  an  indictment  on 
some  industrial  areas  and-  far  more  effort  is  called  for  to  substantially 
reduce  grit  and  dust  fall-out  in  the  future. 

From  April  1st  1972,  the  department  took  over  the  operation  of  all  the 
atmospheric  pollution  monitoring  equipment.  The  equipment  was  brought 
up  to  date  by  the  replacement  of  the  six  daily  volumetric  apparatus 
sites  by  two  of  the  eight  day  port  valve  type.  The  reduction  in  the 
number  of  monitoring  p.ints  was  justified  by  the  satisfactory  results 
in  the  levels  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  over  the  years. 

Early  in  the  year,  a preliminary  survey  was  undertaken  to  determine 
the  advisability  of  designating  the  Rogerstone  South  Ward  a Smoke 
Control  Area  within  the  meaning  of  the  Acts.  The  survey  had  the  twin 
aims  of  investigating  the  need  for  a smoke  control  area  within  the 
Rural  District  and  also  of  asking  every  householder  in  the  area  their 
views  on  the  question  of  clean  air. 
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Clean  Air  Acts  (Contd.,) 


In  the  first  case,  the  need  for  a smoke  control  area  was  firmly  established. 
The  most  recent  estimate  of  atmospheric  pollution  suggests  that  as  much  as 
85$  of  smoke  discharged  into  the  atmosphere  has  its  origins  in  domestic 
heating  appliances.  In  the  past,  Wales  has  been  in  a favourable  position 
as  the  natural  Welsh  coal  is  non-smoke  producing,  end  is  an  Authorised  Fuel 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Acts.  However,  with  the  importation  of 
bituminous  English  coal,  it  may  well  be  that  smoke  control  will  soon  need 
to  be  enforced  in  the  Principality. 

On  the  second  point,  every  householder  was  asked  to  complete  a relatively 
simple  form  of  questionnaire  and  return  it  to  the  office  , One  of  the 
questions  asked  their  opinion  of  the  principle  of  smoke  control  areas. 
Encouragingly  over  60 $ of  the  replies  were  in  favour. 

Experience  has  shown  that  in  order  to  obtain  the  maximum  benefit  from  a 
Smoke  Control  programme  the  aim  should  be  to  render  the  whole,  of  the 
Council's  area  smokeless.  However,  with  the  impending  re-organisation  of 
Local  Government,  the  programme  was  deferred  for  consideration  by  the  new 
Authority, 


POOD  & DRUGS  ACT  1955. 

The  above  Act,  which  forms  the  basis  of  the  laws  relating  to  the  control 
of  food,  is  rapidly  becoming  an  old  fashioned  piece  of  legislation  which 
has  been  left  behind  by  modern  food  technology.  In  1955  when  the  Act  came 
into  force,  <$grocers  were  grocers  in  the  true  sense  of  the  word,  a.nd  not 
merely  sellers  of  pre-packed  foods.  Frozen  foods  were  almost  unheard  of. 
There  is  an  urgent  need  for  an  up-to-date  Act,  particularly  in  the  light 
of  the  forthcoming  re-organisation. 

A great  deal  of  the  department's  work  in  connection  with  food  hygiene  was 
taken  up  by  the  routine  inspection  of  every  food  premises  within  the  area. 
The  relatively  small  number  of  such  premises  within  the  rural  district 
enables  us  to  maintain  an  agreeably  high  standard  of  food  hygiene,  by  means 
of  regular  visits. 

The  opening  of  a second  large  food  warehouse  in  Rogers tone  has  added  to 
the  amounts  of  foods  surrendered  voluntarily  during  the  year,  the  totals 
of  which  are  as  follows :-

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  requirement  that  all  domestic  premises  within  the  rural  district  be 
provided  with  an  adequate  and  wholesome  supply  of  water  is  of  prime 
importance  to  the  department.  In  order  to  determine  bacteriological 
purity  of  domestic  water,  33  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the 
kitchen  taps  of  dwellings  within  the  rural  district  selected  at  random. 
Of  these  samples  18  were  satisfactory.  In  every  case,  unsatisfactory 
samples  were  from  untreated  private  water  supplies. 

Regular  samples  are  taken  by  the  Gwent  Water  Board  whose  duty  it  is  to 
maintain  the  purity  of  water  supplied  by  them.  During  the  year  the 
Board  took  1 68  samples  from  premises  within  the  rural  district,  of 
which  164  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

165  connections  from  the  Gwent  Water  Board  mains  were  na,de  to  new 
houses  during  the  year. 


PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT  1949a 


The  abhorrance  the  general  public  has  of  the  so-called  domestic  rat  and 
their  awareness  of  the  health  hazards  arising  from  rodent  infestation 
has  again  given  rise  to  the  usus.1  heavy  crop  of  complaints.  It  is  a 
sobering  thought  that  within  the  next  few  years  Warfarin,  the  Country’s 
number  one  weapon  in  the  fight  against  the  rat,  is  likely  to  become 
completely  ineffective  against  all  this  Country's  rodents.  It  is 
obvious  that  sooner  or  later  the  use  of  an  acute  poison,  such  as  zinc 
phosphate,  will  have  to  be  used  by  rodent  operatives  in  their  fight 
against  rodent  infestations.  The  use  of  acute  poisons  will  cause  costs 
to  rise  because  of  the  extra  care  and  time  necessary  to  use  them 
effectively.  It  will  also  be  necessaiy  to  ensure  that  rodent  operatives 
attend  refresher  courses  to  re-familiarise  themselves  in  the  more 
elaborate  procedures  involved. 

Once  again  I wish  to  express  the  Department’s  thanks  to  Mr.  R.W. 
Braithwaite,  Divisional  Pests  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food,  for  the  help  and  advice  he  so  willingly  gave 
until  his  retirement  in  1972.  I hope  he  has  a long  and  happy 
retirement.

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT  1963 

No  problems  arose  during  the  year  in  the  enforcement  of  the  Act.  It  is  clear 
that  most  owners  and  occupiers  of  registered  premises  are  well  aware  of  their 
responsibilities  and  obligations.  The  public  health  inspector  is  now 
regarded  as  an  advisor  rather  than  an  enforcement  officer  as  far  as  the  rural 
district  is  concerned. 

Two  accidents  were  notified  during  the  year,  both  of  which  occurred  in  the 
kitchen  of  a public  house.  On  investigation  they  were  found  to  be  due  to 
individual  carelessness,  and  no  further  action  was  necessary. 

The  major  problem  associated  with  the  Act  continues  to  be  the  obstruction 
of  floors,  passages,  and  staircases  resulting  from  a lack  of  storage  space, 
particularly  in  food  shops.  This  is  especially  true  in  respect  of  some 
Council  owned  premises  which  were  built  before  modem  .marketing  methods 
were  introduced  into  the  food  industry.  A great  deal  of  thought  has  been 
given  to  the  problem  of  increasing  the  storage  areas,  but  no  satisfactory 
solution  has  yet  been  found.
